Passing Brady Bill won't stop problem 


| Dear Larz: 

I am compelled to write you by 
‘the 'red letter’ headline and the 
Points of View column in the 
-August 18 Town Crier. 
| It was rare to see a media outlet 
‘present both sides of the gun 
icontrol debate, and I applaud you 
‘for presenting both sides of the 
issue. 

I would like to comment on Jeff 
‘Nazzaro's point of view, to which I 
take exception, 

First, regarding the AK47 (and 
other ‘assault,’ and 
‘semi-automatic’ firearms), I am 
tired of people who don't know the 
facts confusing these weapons, in 
the public's eye, with machine 
guns, or ‘automatic’ arms. There is 
a major difference between the 
two, that being the semi-automatic 
will fire only one round when the 
trigger is pulled, an automatic fires 
continuously until the tigger is 
released. Most of today's ‘assault 
weapons’ are semi-automatic 
replicas of true automatics. The 
federal licensing, transfer fees, and 
other restriction in place today put 
the real (automatic) thing out of 
reach of all but the most serious 
arms collectors and dealers. While 
semi-auiomaiic arms may be used 
to kill boys in Los Angeles, before 
they used AK47s they used knives, 
chains, 2 x 4s and whatever else 
was convenient to address 
grievances between individuals. 
Where was the hue and cry to ban 
those items? 

Without doubt, the more guns 
there are, the more chance for 
accidents with them. The more cars 

von the roads, the more table saws 
in basements, the more knives in 
kitchens, the more chance for 
accidents, even deaths, caused by 
them as well. Let's ban everything 
that could cause injury if misused! 
The incident where the local man 
was injured was a result of one of 
a) stupidity and carelessness, b) 
inadequate training, or c) both of 
these and deserves no further 
comment, as these can be reasons 
for an accident with a car or a 
table saw as well, 

The ‘Brady «Bill, “drafted “by 
Handgun Control Inc. (HCI), not 
Jim Brady, is opposed by the NRA 
for the following reason. HCI has 
stated (in writing) that passage of 
the Brady Bill is only their first 
objective, that their actual goal is 
the banning of all fire arms not in 
the hands of the military or police. 
The NRA position is that this bill 
must be stopped to prevent them 
from reaching their final goal.It is 
interesting to note that the 
restrictions imposed by the Brady 
Bill would not have prevented John 
Hinckley from obtaining the 
firearm he used in the assault. 
Many states already have waits as 
long, or longer, than that mandated 
in the Brady Bill, either to 
purchase arms, or get a permit to 
do so. In addition, there is no 

system or data base in place to 
allow the checks to be completed in 
seven days. The NRA does propose 
that rather than a seven day waiting 
period that a nationwide 
computerized background check 


. 
system be implemented, giving an 
immediate check at the time of 
sale, 

It is a documented fact that no 
officer has ever been killed by a 
criminal using so-called ‘cop killer’ 
bullets, In fact the use and 
development of this type of 
ammunition was virtually unknown 
to the general public until some 
elements of the press chose to make 
it known as part of their one sided 
gun control activities. 

While discussing the Second 
Amendment, at least the author 
doesn't dispute the individuals right 
to bear arms. I could take the 
position that if you delay me from 
doing something you have 
infringed on my rights to do that 
thing. During the L.A.riots people 
were shocked that when they 
wanted to purchase arms to defend 
themselves, they had to wait 14 
days. The delay wasn't bad when it 
was passed into law, it was hated 
when it got in people's way of 
exercising what they felt was their 
right, to defend themselves at a 
time they knew for certain that 
there was little chance for police 
protection. 

The NRA was not founded to 
oppose restrictions on firearms. It 
was incorporated in 1871 and since 
that time had as its primary 
activities the promotion of the 
shooting sports in a safe and 
responsible manner. Only in recent 
years, with the ‘assaults’ on its 
members’ rights to lawfully enjoy 
these activities was it forced to take 
these positions, who clse could the 
people who enjoy these sports turn 
to? I have been involved in 
shooting activities for several 
years, but didn't even join the NRA 
until I saw the threat to law abiding 
citizens’ rights that they were 
opposing. 

Fanatical interpretation of the 
Second Amendment, | think not. 
We, the people have gotten into a 
rut, thinking that government and 
regulations can cure any problem. 
We have removed from the 
equation any _ personal 
responsibility for actions people 
take and started blaming actions on 
things. We need to go back to 
making people responsible for 
their actions, get the criminals off 
the streets, and address the reasons 
for the crime which is causing fear 
all over the country, Want to 
change things, stop the problem, 
correct the system that allows 
someone who has committed and 
been convicted of five felonies 
(none gun related, but including 
assault) to walk the streets without 
spending one single day behind 
bars, so that he could kill Michael 
Jordan's father. 

Passing the Brady Bill, will not 
stop the problem. It is, by its HCI's 
admission, the first step on the path 
to total firearms prohibition, which 
will guarantee that when an armed 
criminal confronts a law abiding 
citizen,‘and there are no police in 
sight, the crook will know for sure 
that he has the upper hand.

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Abundant Life closing creates budget buster

When the students of the Abundant Life Christian School retum 
classes on September 8, apprehension may subdue the usual 
excitement and pleasure of the first day back from summer. break. 
That's because Wilmington officials, who act as landlords for the 
old Boutwell School, have sounded the death knell for Abundant 
Life and created what could be a budget buster for the next fiscal 
year. 

The Wilmington School: Committce has cancelled the private 
Schools’ lease effective in’ June, citing a burgeoning elementary 
school population in Wilmington. 

Putting aside the fact that the committee has yet to fully consider 
better options, I agree that the elementary school population is on 
the verge of a near explosion because Wilmington i$ymaking a 
transition from a rural community to a Boston suburb. 

Families from the Mediords and Maldens of the world are 
moving to Wilmington in large numbers because it's safer and 
nicer than the city and highly accessible for commuting both 
north and south. This is producing the surge in the clegentary 
grades which is an issue for the school committee to debate within 
the restricted realm of its tight budget. 

This September the elementary population will jump by two 
classrooms, or 64 boys and girls, for a total elementary class of 
1,654, up four percent from last year's 1,590. The population 
breakdown from last school year was 593 at the Woburn School, 
364 at the Wildwood and 697 at the Shawsheen, which serves 
neighborhoods where new housing starts have risen sharply. 

But taking the Boutwell back won't work. Town officials 
estimate the annual maintenance cost at $100,000, now thankfully 
assumed by the Abundant Life as part to their lease agreement. 
Add to that the cost of a principal (figure $56,409 according to 
the town's pay scale for elementary headmasters), a secretary 
(guess $24,000), a librarian ($41,000) going by.the most recent 
hired in the system), a nurse (ballpark $25,000) and 10 teachers 
(average teacher's salary being $42,000), This brings the staffing 
costs for the Boutwell opening to $566,409, meaning the school 
department will have to find $666,409 for the FY '95 budget. 

Admittedly, this is the worst case scenario. The school 
committee could employ fewer new teachers and other methods to 
defray costs. However, the plan would nonetheless remain fiscally 


flawed whether the new Boutwell price tag is $600,000 or half 


that.

Town Manager Mike Caira said he was offered an alternate 
proposal to consolidate all seventh and eighth grades at the West 
Intermediate and convert the North Intermediate to an elementary 
building. School officials have said this will not work long term 
and have also received protests to the idea that some elementary 
classrooms could be housed at the high school, which has 
experienced a 49 percent decline in students since 1980. 


School Committee Chairman Brad Jackson said the pressing 
need for elementary school space has forced his board to take 
control of the Boutwell, but that methods to keep the costs low 
are being "carefully studied," including a "pay as you go day 
care" program. Jackson said there has even been limited 
discussion on the possibility of the public system sharing the 
building with the Abundant Life, though he admits that legal 
realities probably make that unlikely. "We are looking at ways to 
meet the needs of both the Abundant Life School and the public 
system," said Jackson. 

Caira said that school officials had to begin planning for the 
budget implications of their plan. "I would argue that if they 
cannot identify the funds they are better off not opening it." 

Meanwhile, students at the Abundant Life prepare for a new . 
school year with an uncertain future.

Wilmington firm 
offers office 
recycling

Mark Cohen of Office Paper 
Recovery Systems, Inc. (OPRS), 
has found a way to turn paper into 
paper. While this may not seem 
like the work of modern-day 
Merlin, it is significant in that the 
transformation is one of scrapped 
office paper to the kind with 
famous American's faces, such as 
Andrew Jackson's and Alexander 
Hamilton's printed on it; and all the 
while making strides towards 
preserving the environment. 

The Wilmington based OPRS 
does "all kinds of commercial 
recycling (mostly paper) as well as 
confidential shredding,” according 
to Cohen, a partner at OPRS. 

The primary reason companies 
recycle, aside from environmental 
issues, is that there's an economic 
incentive,” Cohen said. 

In addition to cutting waste 
disposal costs, many companies 
receive a check for the value of 
their [scrapped] paper. 

If a company is throwing out 
1,000 pounds or more of waste 
paper a month, there's a good 
chance [OPRS] can service them 

A big part of [OPRS'] cost is in

Navy Petty Officer 2nd Class

aboard the aircraft carrier USS 
America, homeported in Norfolk, 
Va. in Fleet Exercise 3-93 in the 
Western Atlantic. 

Banks is one or more than 13,000 
sailors and Marines in the aircraft 
carrier USS America Battle Group 
and amphibious assault ship USS 
Guadalcanal Amphibious Ready 
Group. This Joint Task Group, 
along with U.S. Air Force and 
Coast Guard units, tested the ability 
of the U.S. armed forces to 
conduct integrated operations from 
the sea. 

Today, American aircraft 
carriers are on Station around the 
world, USS Theodore Roosevelt is 
in the Red Sea; USS Nimitz is 
returning from the Persian Gulf 
and USS Abraham Lincoln is in the 
Western Pacific, USS America will 
deploy to the Mediterranean next 
month, 

Aircraft carriers, along with 
their aircraft and escort ships, are 
uniquely capable of providing 
global presence and can respond to 
protracted contingencies such as 
Iraq and the Adriatic Sea on a 
moment's notice. These forces can 
dominate the coastal battlespace 
from the sea and can project 
sustained, precise power in 
Ameri interest around the 
globe.

As mentioned in last week's 
column the summer lunch program 
will end Friday, Aug. 27.

, Care will deliver meals to the 
Senior Center for shut in seniors. 
Any senior confined to their home 
due to illness, disability or 
advanced age who would like a 
meal delivered, call the center at 
least a day before the meal is 
desired. Meals to be served at the 
high school lunch site will resume 
on the opening of schools.

Thanks to Bob O'Byck’ of Blue 
Cross for giving such a great 
training session on Medicare and 
Medigap insurance coverage. 
Approximately 50 seniors were 
present to listen to him for answers 
to their questions. One particular 
topic he spent time on was the 
Mass. Balance Billing Law 
Important for all of us to 
understand, This law involves 
doctors who accept what Medicare 
tells them how much he can charge 
for his medical services given to 
us. 

To use an example is if the doctor 
submits a bill to Medicare for 
$150, to cover his services given to 
a patient, Medicare feels the cost 
should be only $100. The doctor 
will receive 80 percent of the 
$100, or $80. If he agrees to accept 
the $80, he can bill you or your 
supplemental policy (which could 
be Medex, AARP or others) for 
the remaining $20, He cannot 
balance his original bill of $150, 
and bill you for the other $50. 
That is against the law of Balance 
Billing. 

Massachusetts is only one of a 
few states that have a Balance 
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Billing Law. If you need medical 
treatment in most states without 
this law you will have to pay the 
additional cost after Medicare and 
your supplemental insurance 
coverage pays. You will have to 
pay as in the above case the $50. 

He shall return! 

If you did not have the 
opportunity to attend this training 
session, Mr, O'Byck told me he 
would like to return in a few 
months as there will be many 
changes coming in both Medicare 
and Medigap policies this year. 
Every senior 65 and older or those 
approaching 65 in the near future 
it would be to your benefit to 
attend the next training session.

Many seniors coming in are new to 
the town or have reached the age 
of 60 and are unfamiliar with the 
Center and its program. If you 
would like to give us an hour or 
two a week to greet the seniors as 
they come into the center and take 
them through the building on a 
volunteer basis it would be greatly 
appreciated. It is lonely to enter a 
Center and not feel welcome. 
When no one is there to greet you 
My aide and I do the best we can, 
but we sometimes do not have the 
time to take the new seniors 
through the building and explain 
the many programs we have. If 
you could help with an hour or so, 
please call the center and give us 
your name. Thank you.

Wilmington's Mickey Rooney 
was one of 1325 cyclists from 
across the nation who participated 
in the recent 14th annual 192 mile 
Pan Mass Challenge, the world's 
most successful bicycle fundraiser 
that benefits the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute's Jimmy Fund. 


Billy Starr, the PMC's founder 
and executive director, started this 
event back in 1980 to raise money 
when several of his family 
members died of cancer in one 
year. In 1980, 36 riders raised 
$10,200. This year, the event is 
expected to bring in 2.1 million, 
reaching the $10 million milestone. 

Riders who participate over both 
days have to collect $900, and the 
"heavy hitter" program recognizes 
those who contribute at least 
$1,800.

The other day, while driving past 
Silver Lake, I saw a couple of guys 
fishing from a boat along the shore 
of the big semi-public beach, 

At first I thought they were nuts. 
Why would any fish be swimming 
across a sandy, wide open beach? It 
seemed silly for a fish t6 do that. 

But then I thought it through (my 
usual reaction when stumped) and it 
occurred to me that fish don't care 
what the shoreline looks like. We 
notice the shoreline, but they don't. 

Think about it -- when you cast at 
at a particular spot along the shore, 
what are’ you looking at? Probably 
trees, docks, shoreline weeds, and 
maybe some lily pads. You think a 
particular spot looks good because 
it looks good to you. 

To a fish, the lily pads are "real" 
and maybe the dock matters a bit. 
But to a fish, trees don't exist 

How can it!? Fish don't perch in 
trees, they don't eat fruit, and for 
the most part they can barely even 
see the trees! Fish are concerned 
more with shade (they haven't got 
eyelids) and the quiet of having no 
people or predators walking along 
the shoreline. As for what a shore- 
line looks like, they don't care! The 
shore could be full of tires and 
rusty old shopping carts for all they 
care, They don't have to look at it! 

And to flip this coin over, we are 
not privy to what a fish sees! 

I've found from snorkeling local 
ponds that a great many rocks are 
found close to shorelines, most of

find the spots where fish hang out, 
not where anglers hang out. 

The reason is simple: Fish live in 
water, we live in air. Fish know the 
layout of their soggy world, while 
we are familiar with the roads that

Fish, you see, are aliens, The live 
in a world that is hostile to human 
live. We can't possibly understand 
what it would be like to be a fish.

The exchange 
programs in other countries are 
packed full of would-be coun- 
selors, so only the best were 
selected. 

“You can be pretty specific,” 
Sughrue said. “You can say ‘I 
want a male tennis player from 
Russia.’ And they’ll send you 
applications from male tennis 
players from Russia.” 

Cam Wakanda is currently 
in its last session for the sum- 
mer, but that has not dimmed 
Sughrue’s enthusiasm. He is 
excited that enrollment was up 
to 100 kids each week, beginning 
in late June. In previous years, 
the numbers were much lower. 

Two school buses transported 
the youngsters each day. One 
bus picked up kids at the 
Wakefield ‘Y, the other from 
locations in Melrose, Stoneham 
and Reading. Sughrue hopes to 
increase the numbers next year 
by adding another bus, which 
would come from North 
Reading. 

Sughrue, still a kid at heart 
and only 28 years old, says he 
knows what the meaning of a 
good camp is to children. 

“I grew up through a camp 
and so did my friends,” he said.

Sughrue cites the Wakefield 
‘Y and the community as being

“The 6 1/2 hours a day they 
spend here is probably the most 
stable 6 1/2 hours of their day,” 
he said. But what about him- 
self? “I feel very satisfied. At 
the end of the day I can look 
back and say today was good 
because we met the needs of 
kids. We made a difference in 
their lives. That’s the type of job 
I need.” 

From the response to the 
camp this summer, Sughrue is 
apparently not the only person 


satisfied with the camp. Parents 
keep sending their kids there, 
and next year will be no excep- 
tion. From a financial stand- 
point, a two-week session costs 
$225 per child, while a one-week 
session is $112. 

In addition, parents are given 
an opportunity to visit the camp 
during “Family night.” After 
making their way down the 
bumpy half-mile dirt road lead- 
ing to the camp, parents can 
check out the programs and 
facilities, as well as meet coun- 
selors, 

And even if a kid doesn’t 
become a leader for world 
peace, at least a good time was 
had by all in the summertime 
sunshine. For instance, 
Brendan, a Wakefield youngster, 
is quick to point out his favorite 
camp activity: “Archery. I got 
two bullseyes. I like to shoot 
things.” Some things never 
change.

Should you send ‘em to school? 


One of the problems most 
often confronting parents of 
school-age children occurs when 
a child complains of not feeling 
well on a school day. A decision 
must be made as to whether the 
child stays home or goes to 
school. What do you do? How do 
you make the right decision? 
You don’t want to keep him 
home if he really isn’t sick, but 
you also don’t want to send a 
sick child to school. 

The information herein is not 
intended as medical advice, but 
is merely designed to provide 
guidelines to be followed until 
your doctor can be contacted for 
his opinion. This should be done 
without delay. 

Fever - A fever is a warning 
that all is not right with the 
body. 

The best way to check for 
fever is with a thermometer, 
which every home should have. 
No child with a fever over 100° 
should be sent to school, 

When no thermometer is 
available, check the child’s fore- 
head with the back of the hand. 
If it is hot, keep the child home 
until fever can be checked with 
a thermometer. 

Do not allow the child to 
return to school until he has 
been free of fever for 24 hours. 


Cold/Sore Throat/Cough - 
The common cold presents the 
most frequent problem to par- 
ents. 

A child with a “heavy” cold 
and a hacking cough belongs 
home in bed, even though he has 
no fever. 


If your child complains of a 
sore throat and has no other 
symptoms, he may go to-school. 
If white spots can be seen in the 
back of the throat or if fever is 
present, keep him home and call 
your doctor. 


Rash - A rash may be the 
first sign of dne of childhood's 
many illnesses, such as measles 
or chicken pox. s 


Arash, or “spots,” may cover 
the entire body acmey appear 
in only one area. 3 

Do not send a child with a 
rash to school until your doctor 
has said that it is safe to do so. 


Stomachache/Vomiting/Diar 
rhea - Consult your doctor if 
your child has a stomachache 
which is persistent or severe 
enough to limit his activity. 

If vomiting occurs, keep your 
child home until he can keep his 
food down. 


A child with diarrhea should 
be Kept at home. 
Call your doctor if prompt 
improvement does not occur.
